Operators at General
Telephone not only process
thousands of long distance
calls every day, but occa-
calls every day, but oc-
casionally are called upon
to aid persons in distress,
or answer questions about a
variety of subjects huch as
“was that an earthquake?”
or “Did anyone else see that
streak across the sky?

OPERATORS will help
dialers reach the police, fir
department, or ambulance
in an emergency, although
the fastest way to reach
these agencies is to dial di-
rect. Nearly every month
General receives letters
praising an operator who
did the right things at the
right time, Nelms said
